WHAT MAY BE DONE. 


Great Strides Expected in Industrial 


Conditions if Recommenda- 


tions Are Made. 


Should the Wisconsin legislature at 
he approaching session adopt the recom- 
lations to be made by State Labor and 
ndustrial Statistician Halford KriekHOn 
n his forthcoming report to the governor 
a, great strike forward will be mode by 
he state in industrial conditions. Mr. 
Li-iekson has. a wide reputation among 
tatisticians, and his successful work in 
enforcing the labor laws of the state and 
he record he has made in his office will 
ause his recommendations to. be careful- 
y considered by the legislature. Proba- 
ily the most important are those for the. 
•stablishment of public intelligence 
of- 


fices, where the unemployed will be able 
to get work through information gather- 
ed without charge by public officials and 
the creation of a. special committee in 
each house of the legislature for the con- 
sideration of measures relating to labor 
and in dustrial legislation. In addition 
\lr. Erickson recommends a law requiring 
all employers to report to the bureau of 
industrial statistics the facts concerning 
all accidents to employes while the latter 
ire engaged in their duties, an extension 
of the 'child labor lav: to bowling alleys, 
beer gardens and places of amusement in 
general, some amendments to the law re- 
quiring fire escapes expressly to include 
school buildings, office buildings. The re- 
port \vill also recommend an increase in 
the force of the bureau in order that the 
new work which has devolved on it dur- 
ing the past few years and will come in 
the train of these new laws, if passed, 
shall be properly done.

ANOTHER SWIPE .VT THE LAW. 
When an amendment to the constitu- 


tion of the United States distinctly and 
pointedly recognizes colored people as 
citizens and conferring upon the rights 
of the white citizens, it is difficult to sec 
how the supreme court of the United 
States cm, as it does in a la.te decision, 
recognize thn legal rights of a slate to, 
by enactment, separate its white, and 
blacks into classes, so they may l>c re- 
quired to travel in separate public con- 
veyances.

WORSE THAIS' WAR. 


Many people have/never stopped to re- 


flect upon the fact tliat every year an 
army of people arc killed and seriously 
maimed in this country who have never 
hud any connection with an army or the 
battle fie.ld. Tlie annually killed and 
wounded list in this country much ex- 
ceeds that of many actual wars. The 
loss in any one year exceeds the cas- 
ualty rate in our war with Spain, and 
it far exceeds the loss incurred in the 
war between England and the I3ocrs. 
Yet no one ever speaks of it an d the 
statistics beyond being read once 
in 


vvery four years receive attention from 
nobody. 


Lost year, and it was by no means an 


exceptionable year here were killed on 
our railroads 2,210 employes and of 
wounded 
there were 34,025. This is 


certainly an immense army. Men. killed 
and wounded by causes that if the law 
intciTerrcd would be in most cases 
preventable.

cars and air brakes, hut the sum totaJ 
of casualties will continue to be far in 
excess of what they might properly be, 
coasidering the nature of the c-milloy- 
ment of.so many.

persons—and this every year. Modern 
battle fields fail to produce such hor- 
rors.

send thousands of people over into the 
great beyond, permit other and sundry 
things, which, if properly regulated, 
would save many

There was talk of damage suits at th

The supreme court yesterday decided 
that citizens cannot recover damages 
from cities for death caused by sewer 
gas escaping into school houses. John 
Folk of Milwaukee sued the city of Mil- 
raukec for the dentil of his daughter, 
,rho died Feb. 1C, 1807, Mr. Folk alleg- 
ed that his child died from the effects 
of sewer gas which the city officials al-. 
lowed to escapis in the Seventh district 
school from defective plumbing. 


Justice • Winslow, who-spoke for the 


court, holds that the eity is not liable 
for the death of a child attending, the 
public school* and is poisoned by sewer 
gas. The rule of law covering the case, 
Justice Winslow puts as follows: 


"This court early adopted and has 


consistently maintained tho rule that a 
municipal corporation is not liable for 
injuries resulting from the acts or de- 
faults of its oflinerg, -when it is engaged 
in the performance of a merely public 
service from which it,derives no benefit 
in its corporate capacity, but which it 
is bound'to see performed in pursuance 
of a duty imposed by law for the gener- 
al welfare of the inhabitants or of the 
community."

NO SMOKING OR 
DRINKING. 


C. B. & Q. Hood iMuea n Strict Order to 


Its Employee. 


' DEADWOOD, o. D., Doc. 11—Th/ 
rigid 
enforcement of a rule 
against 


smoking or drinking by employes \vhilr 
on duty, which has been decided upoi 
by the "officials of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Enilroncl company, has 
caused consternation among the men 
affected. The rule has been nominally 
in force for some time, but no\v its ob- 
servance is made obligatory, for in the 
new book of rules just issued it liir 
been put in print for the first time, in 
the ibliovring form: 


"The use of intoxicants by employes 


\vhilc on duty is prohibited. Their hab- 
itual uso of the -frequenting of places 
where they are fold is sufficient cause 
for their dismissal. 


"The use of tobacco by employes when 


on duty in or nbout pivsscngcr stations 
or on passenger curs is prohibited." 


The new order affects tens of thou- 


sands 
of employes on the 
Burlington 


main line, the Burlington and Missouri 
River, the Hannibal ivnd St. Joseph, the 
St. Louis. Keokuk and Northwestern, 
and the Kansas City, St. Joseph and 
Council Bluffs ronds. While no com- 
plaint is made of the objection to tlic 
use of liquors, tobacco users wear long 
facos and give expression to much dis- 
pleasure. 


Another rule in the new book requires 


every 
employe to be vaccinated, this 


having been made advisable by the prev- 
alence of the disease in districts through 
•\vliieh the road runs. The vaccination 
will be done by tnu road's physicim 
free of cost to the men.

Tbe Legations Ilclluved 


On August 14 tho capital was- reached. 
After a brief conflict beneath the walls 
the relief column entered and the lega- 
tions were saved. The United States sol- 
diers, sailors and marines, officers and 
men alike, In those distant climes and 
unusual surroundings, showed the samo 
vator, discipline and good conduct, and 
gave proof of the same high degree of 
intelligence and efficiency which have 
distinguished them In every emergency. 
The Imperial family and the govern- 
ment had1 fled a few -days before. 
Tho 
city was without visible control. The re- 
maining Imperial -soldiery had made on 
the -night of the 13th a last attempt to 
exterminate the besieged, which was gal- 
lantly repelled. It fell to the. occupying 
forces to restore order and organize a 
provisional administration. 
Happily the acute disturbances 
were 


confined to tin; northern provinces. It Is 
a relief to recall and, a pleasure to re- 
cord the loyal conduct of the viceroys 
and local authorities of the sonthornand 
oaster-n provinces. 
Their . efforts'-werc 
continuously directed to .the pacific ;con- 
trol of tho vast populations under; their 
rulo and to -the scrupulous ' observance 
,of foreign treaty rlEhtK 
At critical mo- 
ments they did not hesitate to memorial- 
ize the throne, urging the protection- of 
the legations, the restoration of commu- 
nication, and thu assertion o f ; the Im- 
perial authority against the subversive 
elements. 
They maintained- excellent .re- 
lations with tha official representatives of 
foreign powers.

Tha Russian proposition looking to the 
restoration of the imperial power In Po 
kinc has been accepted as in full con- 
sonance with our own df sires, for we nave 
held ar.d hold that effective reparation for 
wrongs suffered uiitl an end'urlccr settle- 
ment that will make their recurrence im- 
possible can best bo brought about, un- 
der ar. authority whl5«i iho ChiMse natl'jr: 
reverences and obeys. While so doing-we 
forego no jot of our undoubted rlcht to 
exact exem-plorv ojid deterrent purlsnment 
of tho responsible, authors and abettors oi" 
the crlmlnnl acts - whereby we und *ther 
nations have suffered, grievous Injury. 
For the real culprits, thi evil counselors 
who have misled the lite-trial judgment ar,<l 
cllverte.l the sovereign authority to thtir 
own guilty et»3K, full expiation becomes 
Imperative within the rational limits of 
retributive justice.^Regarding this an rhe 
Inlllal cond-l'.lou oi an acceptable settle- 
ment between China anfl the jjowcra, I said 
in my message of October IS to the Chl- 
i»ese emperor:

The War in South Africa. 


Our friendly relations with Great Brit- 
ain continue. . The war in South Africa . 
Introduced Important questions. A con- 
dition unusual In International wars was 
presented in that .?h!le one belligerent 
had control of the' seas, the other had 
no ports, shipping or direct trade, but 
was only accessible through the terri- 
tory of a neutral. Vexatious questions 
arose through Great Britain's action- in. 
respect to neutral cargoes, not contrabsnd 
In tholr own nature, shipped to Por,tu- 
guese South Africa, on the score of prob- 
able or suspected ultimate destination ;to 
the. Boer states. 
, :

Such consignments in British ships, by 
which alone direct trade Is kept. up be- 
'twe«n oar ports and Southern Africa. 
were seizes In application ot a. municipal 
•law prohibiting British vessels from trad- 
Ing with the enemy without regard to any 
contraband character of the goods, while 
-cargoes shipped to Oelogoa Bay in neu- 
tral bottoms were arrested on the ground 
of (alleged destination to enemy's country. 
A.pproprtw.te representations on our pa-rt 
resulted in the British government agree- 
ing to purchase outright all such goods 
shown -to be actual property of American 
citizens; thus closing the Incident to the 
satisfactUn of the Immediately Interest- 
ed parries, although, unfortunately, with- 
out a broad settlement of the question 
of a neutral's right to send poods not 
contraband per se to n neutral port ad- 
jacent to a belligerent area. 


T&e Ala4k'*n BonndnrT. 


The worlc of marking certain provlilonal 
boundary points, for convenience of ad- 
ministration, around ths head of Lynn 
canal, in accordance with the temporary 
arrangement of October. 1S80, was complet- 
ed by a joint survey in July last. The 
modus vlvendl has so far worked without 
friction, and the dominion government hae 
provided rules and regulations for securing 
to our cltliens the benefit of the reciprocal 
atlculatlon that the citizens or subjects or 
cither power found by that arrangement 
within the temporary jurisdiction of the 
othershall suffer no diminution of. the rights 
and privileges they have hitherto enjoyed. 
But however necessary such an expedient 
may have been to ti«e over th« grave emer- 
gencies of the situation, it Is at best but 
an un»atlifactcry makeshift, which should 
not be suffered to delay .the speedy and 
complete establishment of th« frontier line 
to which we are entitled under the Rusjo- 
. American treaty for the casslon of Alaska, 
In this relation I may rtf.r again to the 


need of definitely marking the Alaskan 
boundary wher« it follows the one.hundred 
and forty-first meridian. A convention to 
that end h*s been before the senate for 
some two years, but as no action hsf been 
taken 1 contemplate negotiating » new con- 
vention for a joint determination of the 
meridian by 
telegraphic 
observations. 
-Th.se, it is believed, will give more ac- 
'curate and unquestionable results than tho 
sidereal methods heretofore independently 
followed, which, s-S li known, proved dis- 
crepant at several points on the line, al- 
though not varying at any place more than 
700 tent.

Japan'K Aavaacement. . 


The-closing year has witnessed a de- 
cided strengthening'Of Japan's relations 
to other states. Tne development of h«r 
independent Judicial' and administrative 
functions under the treaties which took 
effect July 17, 18S9, has proceeded with-. 
out International friction, -showing the 
competence of the Japanese to hold a 
foremost place among the modern peo- 
B In'the treatment of the difficult Chineie 
problems, Japan has acted In harmonious 
concert with the other powers, and her 
generous cooperation' materially aided In 
the Joint relief ol the beleaguered lega- 
tions in Pekng and in bringing about an 
understanding preliminary to a settle- 
ment of the Issues between the powers 
and China. 
. , 
Japan's declarations in favor of the In- 
tegrity of the Chinese emperor and the 
conservation of open world trade there- 
with have bean frank and positive. As

and the fact that an International Ameri- 
can congress will be held In the City of 
Mexico while the expos'tlon Is In progress 
encourages the hope of a larger display at 
Buffalo than might otherwise be practic- 
able Th« work of preparing an exhibit of 
our national resources is making satisfac- 
tory progress 'under the direction of dif- 
ferent officials of the federal government, 
and the various states of the union have 
shown a disposition toward the most lib- 
eral participation in tho enterprise. 
The bureau of the American republic* ! 
continue* to discharge, with the happiest 
results, the Important work of promoting 
cordial relations between the United States 
and the Latin-American countries, all ol 
which are now active members of the Inter- 
national union. The bur«*u has been In- 
strumental In bringing about the agree- 
ment for another International American 
congress, which is to meet in the City of 
Mexico in October, 1901.

By the ssring ot this year the effective 
opposition of the dissatisfied Taeals to 
the authority of the United States was 
virtually ended, thus opening tho door 
t'nr the extension of a stable admlnls- 
trutlon over much of the territory of 
the archipelago. Desiring to bring this 
about. 1 appointed in March last a civil 
commission composed of Hon. William 
H. Taft. of Ohio; Prof.Dean 0. Worcester, 
of Michigan; Hon. Luke B. Wright, of Ten- 
nessee; Hon. Henry C. Ido, of'Vermont, 
and Prof. Bernard Moses, of California. 
The alms of their mission and the scope 
of their authority are clearly set forth 
in my Instructions of April 7, 1900. ad- 
dressed to the secretary of war to b« 
transmitted to them.

Without as- 
sistance, of which there is no promise 
or prospect, the struggle is utterly hope- 
less, .and is everywhere so regarded. 
The obvious fact is that the indepen- 
dence of the Transvn.il and Oringc Free 
Slate is already lost and cannot be re- 
stored by the Boer* alone. There is no 
nation disposed to help them and ex- 
pressions of sympathy, such as they will 
freely get in Europe, are little better 
than'»".mockery of their 
disaster and 


suffering.
